radio and becoming familiar with its many features will make operating easy. A quick 
2 read-through of all the instructions first, will make operating even easier.

The 
station frequency will read out in the display as you tune up or down 
the radio bands. Release the key when you hear a desired station or reach the exact 
frequency of your favorite station. Pressing [REVY] or [EwD/al only will change the 
DIGITAL DISPLAY (2) at a slow rate. To tune at a fast rate, press along with

e FM Stations are broadcast on frequencies between and MHz at .2MHz 
intervals, and, therefore, always end with an "odd" number, e.g.: 88.1, 88.3, 88.5... 
107.5, 107.7, 107.9. 

* You can tune to any AM or FM station when the DISPLAY INDICATOR (4) is in TIME or 
WAKE 1 & 2 positions. Pressing the or key will automatically set the DISPLAY 
INDICATOR (4) to the RADIO position. The Digital Display (2) will show the Station 
Frequency for 5 seconds, then return to the display shown on DISPLAY INDICATOR. 

e FINE TUNING, as you would conventional radios to pin point the station frequency is not 
necessary. This radio tunes the exact radio station frequency as indicated by the DIGITAL 
DISPLAY (2) readout.

To Store a Station in Memory 

Your radio can be programmed to instantly recall 4 of your favorite AM or FM stations. ` 

You can store any combination of FM or AM stations in the 4 memory locations — all AM or 

all FM; or 2 AM and 2 FM, etc. 

When storing a station you must press key first, followed by the memory number. 

e Press key (5) to set DISPLAY INDICATOR (4) to RADIO. 

e Tune the radio to a desired AM or FM station. 

e Press & release key (9) then key. Station is now "stored" in memory #1. 

e Tune radio to a different station and press & release then key. In a similar 
manner, load & memories. 

e Press key (5) to set DISPLAY INDICATOR (4) to TIME LOCK position. 

NOTE: The station memory numbers [Г „О, 3), ог keys must be pressed within 5 

Seconds after pressing the key. You can press any memory key, in any order and 

change the memory whenever you choose. 


To Recall a Station — “Опе Button Recall" 

ө To listen to stations stored in "memory", simply press any key [1] thru [4] The radio 
automatically tunes to the AM or FM station stored in the memory location you selected. 

ө The DIGITAL DISPLAY (2) will show the frequency for 5 seconds or continuously if 
DISPLAY INDICATOR (4) is in RADIO position. 

NOTE: Remember, when storing a station you must press & release key first, 

followed by the station memory number (1-4) key. To recall a station, merely press the 

station memory (1-4) key. 


To Select Wake Up Time(s) 


You can program two different wake up times into the memory:

MUSIC/ — The radio will turn on at the sélected wake up time, followed by the tone alarm. 

ALARM — The number of minutes between when the radio sounds and when the tone alarm 
sounds is determined by the number of minutes (5 to 60) programmed with the 
Snooz Alarm. See Snooz Alarm Operation. 


For your convenience, the ALARM INDICATOR (3) located in the Digital Display lights when 
you select a "Wake Up Method", to show you have set the wake up system to either or both 
Wake 1 or Wake 2. 


NOTE: The WAKE 1 and WAKE 2 SELECTORS (14) are used with Memory and 
that you previously "stored" in memory. 

WAKE 1... Radio automatically turns on to the station stored in Memory #1. 

WAKE 2... Radio automatically turns on to the station stored in Memory #2. 

If WAKE 1 and WAKE 2 are set at the same Wake Up time, WAKE 1 will override and the 
radio will tune to station stored in Memory £1. 

If WAKE 1 and WAKE 2 are NOT set for the same Wake Up time, the radio will sound at the 
"earlier" Wake Up time (either WAKE 1 or WAKE 2) then the "later" Wake Up time will 
override and automatically tune to the station stored in its memory. 


To turn radio (or alarm) off sooner, press key, or slide WAKE SELECTOR (14) to 
OFF. When left in a WAKE UP mode, your radio will sound for one hour, turn itself off, then 
turn on again the following day without resetting any keys. 


Programmable Snooz-Alarm? Clock Operation 

The Snooz-Alarm Clock operates with the Wake Up System. 

1. During the WAKE-TO-MUSIC cycle, pressing [SNOOZ will turn off the radio for the 
duration of the programmed SNOOZ cycle time, then the radio will come on again. 

SNOOZ can be used continuously. After the last SNOOZ cycle, the radio will play for 

one hour more, then turn itself off. 

2. During the WAKE-TO-MUSIC/ALARM cycle, pressing [SNOOZ] will only turn the alarm 
OFF for the duration of SNOOZ cycle time. The radio will continue to play. Changing the 


SNOOZ cycle will effect the number of minutes the Alarm is delayed when operating in 
WAKE TO MUSIC/ALARM mode. See Set the Wake Up Systems.

TO PROGRAM THE SNOOZALARM CLOCK TIME:

Once you program the Snooz-Alarm Clock, the time you selected will remain in 
memory until you change it. 


To Sleep to Music 

You can drift off to sleep with the radio playing, knowing that it will turn itself off automatically 

with the convenient, easy-to-use, programmable “ONE-BUTTON” sleep operation. 

SELECT THE SLEEP CYCLE TIME: 

e Press and release key. 

e Choose the desired amount of sleep time (up to 90 minutes, in 5 minute increments) using 
or keys. [FAST] key will have no effect. The radio will now play for 
the chosen length of time, then turn itself off. To turn radio off sooner, press [OFF]. 

IMPORTANT: To change the [SLEEP] cycle time, [REVZ¥] or [EWD/A] must be pressed 

within 5 seconds after you press SLEEP key. 

The sleep cycle is preset to “0” at the factory which can be changed for up to 90 minutes. 

During a sleep cycle, pressing key again restarts the cycle. Once you program the 

SLEEP cycle, the number of minutes you selected will stay that way until you change it, so 


the next time you press [SLEEP], the radio automatically comes on for the number of 
minutes you previously programmed.

NOTE: You can adjust your radio to lull you to sleep, turn itself off, then awaken you 

automatically: 

1. Select the Wake Up Times (and Set the Wake Up System) 

2. Select the amount of "SLEEP" time. If you previously programmed "SLEEP" time, merely 
press key. 

3. Press key (5) to return DISPLAY INDICATOR (4) to TIME LOCK position. 
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Power Failure Protection 
This radio is equipped with a microcomputer memory holding system that can be 
powered (optional) with 2 customer installed 9-volt batteries. When normal household 
power is interrupted, or AC line cord is unplugged, the batteries will power the radio 
to keep track of time, and maintain radio stations plus alarm times programmed into 
memory. When on battery power, the digital display does not light, nor will the radio or 
alarm operate. Normal operation will resume after AC power is restored so you will not 
have to re-program any function or set time. 

Install batteries as follows: 

1. Remove battery compartment door (located on bottom of radio) by applying thumb 
pressure to area indicated on battery door and then sliding door towards back 
of cabinet. 

2. Connect a 9-volt battery to each battery connector plug. The power failure protec- 
tion circuit will not operate unless both batteries are installed. 

3. Insert batteries in compartment and replace compartment door. 

The use of Alkaline batteries NEDA 1604A is recommended for longer memory 

holding time. 

NOTE: Carbon zinc batteries NEDA 1604 may be used but memory holding time will 

be substantially reduced. 


Memory holding time for fresh alkaline batteries will be up to 8 hours, which should 
take care of short nuisance type AC power failures. To preserve battery life, the radio 
should remain plugged into an AC outlet. The batteries should be removed if the radio 
is unplugged for lengthy periods. As batteries get older, their voltage drops and the 
radio may not be able to hold memory. Be sure and replace your batteries periodically. 
Batteries are not included with this radio. 


Power Failure Indicator 

When AC power is restored (or reconnected): 

Digital Display will blink to indicate that a power interruption occurred (unless optional 
batteries are installed) and Time, Alarm and Station Memory must be reprogrammed.

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Brightness Control 


The Digital Display (2) can be adjusted for optimum brightness in any room day or night with 
the DISPLAY BRIGHTNESS control (12). 


Antennas 

AM — A built-in ferrite rod antenna eliminates the need for an outside antenna for AM 
reception. Rotating the radio slightly may improve reception for distant AM stations. 

FM — The power cord acts as your FM antenna when the connecting bar is in contact with 
the FM ANT screw terminal located on the bottom of your set as shown in FIG. 1. 


The power cord antenna picks up moderate to strong stations and eliminates the need 
for an external antenna in most strong signal areas. Be sure the power cord is stretched 
out to its full length. Do not coil or bunch the cord together. Changing position of the 
power cord may improve reception.
